Halifax, \ . S.. July 
19 (Al*)- Fire-*f*t 
explosion* at a Royal Canadian Navy muni­ 
tion* depot jarred tho Halifax area today and 
detonation of 50,OOO depth charjfe.H in the 
main magazine was feared. 


Four tremendous blasts shook the region 
overnight. One was felt at Saint John, N. B.f 
125 miles away. In between came the stac­ 
cato of lesser discharges at th** depot, in 
nearby Ilartmouth. 
There were Id known casualties, twelve 
persons were injured and one was missing. 


whole civilian population of I birt- 
approximately 17,000 persons, and 
living in the north end of Halifax 
evacuated on official orders. 
Buildings Are Hocked 


Fireworks dotted the sky. Window glass 
was shattered. 
Buildings were rocked on 
their foundations. A veteran naval officer 
said the explosions were worse than anything 
Ii** had ever seen in battle*. 


The first of the major explosions occurred 
at 5:35 p. rn. Eastern War Time. 


The great blaze, sending awesome pillars 
of fire 150 feet into the air and spraying 
rockets and brilliant flares over the Bedford 
Basin area, threatened momentarily to touch 
off the main magazine in the naval arma­ 
ment depot. 


Tile fire raged beyond control as the blasts strewed 
wreckage over Halifax and Dartmouth and .shook 
buildings miles away 


Tile total number of casualties still was uncertain. 
A Canadian naval officer said he believed no one 
In the im mediate vicinity of the first terrific* detona­ 
tion could have survived There were no figures avail­ 
able

time

About IU,UAM) persons had been evacuated from the 
danger area after tile first of the m ajor detonations

From that tim e until after m idnight blasts of 
varying degrees of intensity continued to rock the 
area of the naval depot At 12 20 a rn cam e another 
explosion, even greater than the first m ajor blasts. 
As the flames sw ept steadily toward the main 
magazine, fireboats were rushed to the scene, but 
were withdrawn when it was determ ined that the 
blaze was uncontrollable 


Flames were leaping 150 feet into the air as every 
truck available, both m ilitary and civilian, was pressed 
into service to move people from the danger zone. 
There was no im m ediate official explanation of 
tile cause of the initial explosion, which was believed 
to have consumed hundreds of tons of explosives 
One unconfirmed report said it was touched off when 
a barge caught fire while unloading 
K w kets Blaze Skyward 
Residents of Halifax could see rockets blazing sky­ 
ward amid pillars of flame which illum inated the 
area for miles around 
In the wuke of each successive explosion projec­ 
tiles were hurled through the air and into the Bed­ 
ford Basin. Snowflake rockets, used for illum inating 
targets during the war at sea flowered over the scene 
with weird brilliance. 
A thick pall of smoke billowed over the basin, 
partially obscuring the chaotic scene from watchers 
who gathered on the hills In the north end of 
Halifax 
Virtually every store window in Halifax and D art­ 
mouth was believed to have been smashed by the 
series of detonations, but principal damage to Halifax 
itself appeared to have been confined to the northern 
part of the city 
Shock Felt for Miles 
As the blasts rose in intensity reports poured In 
from com munities miles away which had felt the 
stocks. The initial blasts had shaken buildings five 
to ten miles away. but the later and heavier detona­ 
tions were felt as far as 27 miles away. 
"I witnessed 
the burning of Brest 
and many 
fierce destroyer actions in the English Channel and 
the Bay of Biscay last year and can say the intensity 
of the explosions was worse than anything I have 
ever seen in battle, ” said Lt. Cmdr. William Sedater, 
R C N.VR., who viewed the scene from a speedboat 
Sedater said the roads and adjacent areas near 
the depot were littered with exploded shells All build­ 
ings had been gutted 
by the blast 
of the first 
explosions, great holes had been torn in the brick 
buildings, and tumbled debris and am m unition be>xes 
lay scattered in the (lath of the blasts, he said. The 
wooden jetties had been blown out into the harbor, 
anti a stream of naval craft carrying surgeons and 
sickbay attendants were speeding toward the area. 
Evacuee* Jam Roads 
The St M argaret’s Bay road leading out of Halifax 
was lined with automobiles moving bumper to bumper 
from a distance of ten miles, jammed w ith people in 
flight from the danger area 
The scenes in the blast area recalled the 1917 
disaster in the sam e harbor, when an am munition 
ship exploded, killing 1,600 persons. 
Halifax itself was plunged into darkness by the 
great 3 a. rn. blast which cut off all the power in 
the city. Building lights rem ained off The explosion 
was accompanied by a brilliant flash and the roaring 
detonation shook buildings in com munities five or 
more, miles away. 
W itnesses said there were no signs of panic any­ 
where in the blast area. People began filing from 
their home in orderly fashion soon after the first 
terrific explosion. As they left, small explosions two

Guam. July 19 (Al*)— American cruisers 
and destroyers moved within less than five 
miles of Tokyo hay's Chiba peninsula and 
bombarded coastal installations early today 
after Yank carrier pilots heavily attacked 
Japanese warships discovered inside the hay 
yesterday. 
Adm. C h e ste r VV’, Nimitz’s communique 
today reported the carrier pilots attacked 
enemy combatant ships at Yokosuka naval 


base, only IX miles south of Tokyo, and met 
"accurate, intense anti-aircraft fire.*’ 
That led to immediate speculation that 
remnants of 
the once-powerful 
Japanese 
navy had been discovered at Yokosuka, but 
many hours la te r semiofficial information in­ 
dicat***! the warships probably were no larger 
than cruisers. 
Some Elude Attack 
lf that is true, the imperial navy’s rem­ 
nants -possibly ten aircraft carriers, four 
to six battleships arid lesser warships— again 
may have escaped the wrath of Adm.

Nimitz’ communique said bad weather 
and poor visibility prevented estimating dam­ 
age of either new carrier raids yesterday or 
the shelling but it did disclose that Tuesday’s 
British and American carrier sweeps destroy­ 
ed or damaged railroad installations, bar­ 
racks, 
hangars, 
warehouses, 
lighthouses, 
radio stations and other ground installations 
all the way from Tokyo to Matsushima, 200 
miles north. 
While Yank pilots were seeking survivors 
of the Japanese fleet—already reduced to one 
of the world’s poorest— the Navy Depart­ 
ment in Washington disclosed that 
1,322 
lighting ships have been added to the United 
States’ two-ocean fleet in the past five years. 
This increased to around 1,500, the number 
of warships in the U. S. Navy, which counted 
383 combatant vessels on July I, 1940, and 
has reported loss of 141 since. An undisclosed 
number was transferred to the Allies under 
lend-lease. 
600,006 Cut Off 
From W ashington also came official word th a t 1,- 
500.000 Japanese have been kilted or taken prisoner by 
American and British forces and 600.000 others have 
been cut off or by-pa.ssed on Pacific islands. In addi­ 
tion. Generalissimo Chiang K ai-shek said recently 
that 1,203.0667 Nipponese have been killed or cap­ 
tured in eight years of fighting in China. 
Nevertheless. Japan still has 5,000.000 to 10,000,000 
men, including tile em po nor's best troops, to defend 
their homeland. 
Tile em m y has little else, however The Japanese 
air force has perm itted the combined American and 
British Pacific fleet to bomb and shell its war indus­ 
tries and m ilitary targets at will for more than a 
week w ithout sending so much as a .squadron to 
counter-attack.
